Large bands of 
the central and northern tribes after- 
wards came in to treat with the various 
officials appointed for the purpose. The 
gencral result, as reported by the Com- 
missioners, was that they found à great 
jdcstre among the Indians for peace.— 
| They had no difficulty in concluding at. 
oc nine different treaties with various 
te. bs, the Sioux of the Missouri, alone, 
being intractable. The Commiasion then 
headed for the upper Missouri and the 
Platte. where they found the red-skins 
“quite willing to remain at 
the United States;“ and wil 
protect ihe right of way for he —

Treaties were made, but it is now urged 
by the Indians, in extenuation of their 
want of faith, that their tribes were’ ae 
full represented.
